Those Harvest Excursion Tickets. 
CuicaGco, III., Oct. 5.—A morning paper 
says: There is no longer any question but 
that Kansas City and Denver rates are being 
manipulated by one and perhaps two /ines. 


The only matter for speculation is how large 
is the block of tickets in the hands of scaipers. 
As near as can be ascertained the tickets be- 
ing used are from Indianapolis and are of the 
skeleton form. They were soid as harvest ex- 
cursion tickets, but in filling in the body of 
the ticket the agent, of course by mistake, 
omitted to fill in the harvest excursion’’ and 
also the limit of the ticket going, which 
should have been tay Hd hours 
east of the Missouri iver. This 
made a ticket good for stop-overs with a 
three-day limit, and it was sold to Denver and 
return at 826 from Chicago, The Burlington 
general passenger department will honor any 
ticket presented which reads over that line, 
but will demand from the line Issuing the 
same the full tariff rate and will make no al- 
lowances for errors. it is the old story of 
manipulation of harvest excursion tickets 
which has occurred every fall and will as long 
assuch tickets are issued. It depends en- 
tirely on the size of the biock in hundreds of 
scaipers whether the lines not in the deal will 
make trouble. If it isa large block the Chi- 
cago & Alton can be relied upon to follow its 
usual — * of making an open rate to meet 
secret manipulation on the part of its com- 
petitors.

ESCAPE FROM A DISASTROUS 
WRECK NEAR CORRY, FA. 


NARROW 


Cars Break Loose From a Freight and Crash 
Into a Passenger Train—Six Persons Seri- 
ously, Bat None Fatally Injured—List of 
the Lost in the Mid-Ocean Disaster of 
Last Tuesday. 


Corry, Fa., Oct. 5.—The rear end of the 
southbound freight on the Western New York 
& Pennsylvania Rallroad broke loose as the 
train was climbing the summit, four miles 
south of here, this morniog, and rushing 
down the hill crashed into the morning pas- 
senger train, which was following, with ter- 
rie force. All of the passengers were 
bruised, some injured seriously, but none 
fatally.

Loss of the Geographique,

000 this year. The consumption, increas- 
ing with the growth of our vast popula- 
tion, has far outgrown the capacity of our 
own fisheries, and for years past madea 
costly luxury of what was formerly a 
cheap and abundant food article. And 
now after all, it seems that we shall have 
to import most of our mackerel from Can- 
ada, Iceland and Norway.

Mr. BLAINE made a political mistake in 
arranging the itinerary of the Pan- 
American Congress tour so as to avoid 
Southern States and cities altogether. 
No other section has been so intent as the 
South on the establishment of closer trade 
relations with Spanish America. Our

Reports Showing the Yield in Various States 
—Grain in Farmers’ Hands. 


TOLEDO, O., Oct. 5.—During the past four 
Gays C. A. King & Co. have received 1,500 re- 
ports which show that Michigan had a poor 
wheat crop and farmers there have sold less 
freely than elsewhere. Reports from there 
indicate that about two-thirdsof the present 
crop is still in farmers’ hands. Pennsylvania 
has nearly as much; Ohio and New York over 
half; Indiana about half; Missouri nearly 
half, and Iumois only about 40 per cent. 
Farmers have sold most oftheir poor wheat, 


as a third of the replies ey that three-quar- 
ters of what remains would grade No. 2 or 
better. 

Michigan reports the smallest amount of No. 
2 remaining in farmers’ hands, mille and in- 
terior elevators. Pennsylvania and New York 
report the largest percentage of No. 2.

Interesting Facts Gathered Among the 
Weather Prophets Under the Dome of the 
Custom-House—An Evening Lesson in 


HE frost predicted 
by the Signal Ser- 
vice yesterday morn- 
ing and to-day for St. 
Louis failed to con- 
geal. Sergt. Ham- 
mon inquired very 
Carefully at the aux- 
iliary station, but 
Jack had not made 
his appearance. The 
auxiliary station, by the way, is at Forest Park, 
and the reports are sent in from there over 
the telephone. Frost will be observed on 
vegetation when it does not appear anywhere 
else. That is one of old Jack's tricks, to at- 
tack the very thing that is most easily injured 
by him, and to pass bythe roofs and brick 
sidewalks while he fastens his deadly par- 
ticles on the daisy and the golden rod. Tne 
reason of this is that vegetation has remark. 
able strong powers of radiating heat and 
when the atmosphere is several degrees too 
warm to freeze the misty dew that falls on the 
delicate flowers is cold enough to turn to frost 
the vapor which condenses on their petals, 
for when the sun hides his friendly face and 
withdraws his saving beat the flowers and 
grass and trees begin to throw off the heat 
they have acquired in the day, and just before 
dawn, which is not only the darkest but the 
coldest hour, they may be freezing cold, 
though the air may not. Thatis the reason 
the Signal Service inquires about 
FROST AT FOREST PARK. 
Frost is always presumed when the thermom- 
eter goes down to 32 deg., but it often occurs 
before that. Three times last month there 
was frost at Forest Park, though at no time 
did the mercury fall below @ deg. And these 
frosts cannot be observed at the city station, 
because there is no vegetation there. 

The discovery ofthe reason why frost ap- 
pears omgrass when the thermometer was 
above freezing point was made while scien- 
tists were trying to determine the relative 
powers of radiation possessed by different 
forms of matter, and at the same time they 
made some other discoveries which are quite 
curious and exceedingly interesting. In the 
first place, they accepted long grass, four or 
five inches, as the unit of the radiating force. 
That is, it they wanttoexpress the power of 
radiation possessed by any material they do 
it by comparing it withlong grass. It seems 
to one rather an odd unit to accept, but it 
satisfies the scientists and all their caicula- 
tions are built on it. The power of radiation 
possessed by vegetation is always apprecia- 
ble, and it makes a differencein the tempera- 
For instance, there is always a differ- 
ence of 4 deg. to 6 deg. between 

THE TEMPERATURES OF GRAND AVENUE 
and Forest Park, and that difference has been 
as great as 12 deg. Another curious fact that 
has been observed is that under certain cir- 
cumstances, just before dawn and in long 
grass, the coldest spot is just three inches from 
the ground. The earth is warmer than the 
atmosphere three inches above it, and the 
tem perature falls until three inches is reached, 
then rises rapidly, and every inch makes a 
material difference in the reading of the ther. 
mometer up to the height of four feet, when 
changes become less marked. The focus is at 
three inches. Glaisher observed a difference 
of 2% deg. between two thermiometers, one 
placed on raw wool over long grass and the 
other placed four feet above the ground. And 

though this great difference existed between 

these two, athird placed eight feet above the 
ground was only deg. higher than the one 
at four feet.

OBSERVATION OF THE WEATHER 
and the ‘‘habits of nature’’ have furnished 
some other curious facts. 

On the anterior portion of a storm center the 
wind always blows from asoutherly direction, 
while on the posterior portion it always blows 
froma nortberly direction, and there are no 
exceptions to this rule. 

When the mercury in a barometer falls half 
an inch there will bea storm, sure. 

The heaviest rainfall in St. oufs was on 
April 23, 1878. Nearly four inches fell in about 
two hours. 

August 12, 1881, was the hottest day ever 
known in St. Louis. The thermometer went 
un to 104.9 deg. The Signal Service reported 
106 deg. 

Three times the thermometer has gone 
down to the lowest point it ever reached 
here. On January 1, 1864; — a’ | 29. 1878, and 
January 5, 1885, it registered 33 deg. below 
zero. 

The greatest differances in temperature in 
the United States occur in California. On the 
coast the temperatures are almost. uniform, 
but in the San Joaquin Valley the thermometer 
sometimes goes down to 66 deg. at night and 
rises to 110 deg. in the day,

GARIBALDI’S FRIEND. 


THE ITALIAN PATRIOT’S OLD COMPANION 
PASSING AWAY. 


A Chapter in the History of Antenio Meuecci, 
Who Claims To Be the Real Inventor of 
the Telephone—The Oottage in Which He 
and Garibaldi Lived on Staten Isliand— 
The Old Kettle Around Which Italians 
Gather. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispaTcr. 

ae EW YORK, Oct. 5.—An- 

tonio Meucci, the man 

who always said he was 

the real inventor of the 

telephone, is dying in 

the old Garibaldi cot- 

tage at Clifton, Staten 

Isiand. He is suffering 

from fatty degeneration 

of the heart and Dr. 

Thompson, whois at- 

tending him, expects tha: 

he may die at any time. 

The doctor, yesterday 

ay afternoon, said there 

was positively no hope of recovery. The old 

man can not lie down and he sits in a large 

easy chair making imaginary coils of invisible 

wire. His mind is affected, and he seems to 

believe that he is still at work on his greatest 
invention, the telephone. 

From 1885 until the recent suit was decided 
in favor of the Bell Telephone, Méucci re- 
ceived $150 a month-from the Glohe Telephone 
Co. of Philadelphia as asubsidy. Since then he 
has been depending on the charity ef his 
neighboy, Frederick Bachman. The cottage 
in which Meucci lives is the same one 
which Garibaldi and he occupied 
during Garibaildi’s two years’ stay 
on the isiand. The cottage was owned 
by Mr. Bachman, bat he presented it to the 
Italian society of this city in 1882. The gift 
was conditional upon Meucci’s being allowed 
to occupy it during the remainder of his life, 
and that he be cared for by the Italian soolety. 
These conditions have’nt been complied with 
and Mr. Bachman has continued to pay the 
taxes and insurances. 

Meuceci, who is an Italian, came to this 
country from Ouba, where he had been for 
seven years, in 1651. He immediately 
went to Staten Island and began 


to brew a kind of porter which he 
exported to Cuba. The venture was a failure, 
as the large ey, of yeast used caused 
many ofthe bottles to burst.

Closing Chapter in the Life ef John Boyle 
Murray. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

New Ton. Oct. 5.—John Boyle Murray, the 
aged blind banker, whose domestic troubles 
caused so much gossip a year ago, is dead. 
A quarter of a century ago he was a prominent 
figure on Wall street. Having quadrupled the 
large fortune left him by his father, he retired 
and took up the thread of a lonely existence 
on the top floor of one of his houses. at No. 


18 Washington place, and became a recluse 
living entirely unattended and seldom going 
out. 

In 1886, he rented the lower floors of the 
dwellmg to Prot. Frederick Leiss, a German 
inventor, who fitted up the rooms and brought 
his wife and daughter there tolive. At that 
time the daughter, Miss Felicia Marian Leiss, 
was in ber teens and it was not long before an 
acquaintance eprang up between her and the 
aged millionaire which culminated in mar- 
riage a little over two months from the date 
of their first meeting, Mr. Murray’s relatives, 
with the exception of his sister — — ap- 
peared to be pleased with his marriage, but 
the ruction raised by the latter more tban 
counterbalanced the congratulations of the 
other members of the family. The sister, who 
resides at Greenfield Hill, Conn., claimed that 
it was an outrage on the laws of nature for a 
man of 70 to wed a girl of 18, and she immedi- 
ately set about to separate the pair. So after 
his marriage Mr. Murray’s health began to 
fail. He became partially paralyzed and lost 
his eyesight through the formation of cata- 
racts over both mw Through these 
afflictions he was faithfally nursed by his 
young wife. In the month of April, 1888, his 
s'ster Agnes paid him a visit, found fault with 
the manner in nich the doctors had con- 
ducted the case and endeavored to have the 
old man removed to a hospital. Her efforts 
were unsuccessful. Some time afterwards 
Miss Murray, in company with a young lady 
named Alice Stephenson, drove up to the 
house in a oab, but were refused admittance by 
the servants. Mrs. Murray then applied to the 
Mercer Street Police Station for aid, and say- 
ing that she wished to remove her brother to 
the hospital. An officer was sent with ber, 
not as an assistant in the operation, 
but to assert the majesty of the 
law. The two women secured an 
entrance to Mr. Murray’s room, hauled the 
aged man outin his night shirt and trousers 
and assisted him down stairs to where the cab 
was waiting. Here Mrs. Murray and two ser- 
vants rushed to the rescue and hauled in one 
direction while the attacking party hauled in 
another. In the melee the old man began to 
weep. Finally the janitor and the cabman 
seized Mr. Murray, iifted him into the car- 
riage with his sister and Miss Stephenson, and 
the trio were whirled rapidily away, leaving 
the young wife weeping on the sidewalk. 

The next day Mrs Murray swore out a war- 
rant for the.arrest of Miss Murray on the 
charge of abduction, An action was begun, 
but before it had proceeded far Mr. Murray 
was returned to the bosom of his family and 
the sweet delle of harmony that had so rudely 
jangled, swung back again into the rhythmic 
notes of happiness. 

Mr. Murray’s last hours were peaceful, and 
he was watched over by his devoted young 
wife to the last. His funeral will be held this 
morning at 10 o’clock from his residence at 
No. 18 Washington place. It is said that Mr. 
Murray never fally recovered from the effects 
ot the abduction. His will has not yet been 
made public. Butit is rumored that he has 
left his entire estate to hisgwidow. It is very 
— that his sister will contest such a 
will.

POWDEBLY REPLIES TO His ASSAILANTS IN 
A PUBLIC ADDRESS. 


The General Master Workman of the

He 

stated that this was the first occasion on 

which he had been accorded the privilege of 

meeting Mr. Powderly, but that he had been 

born within a few miles of Powderly’s home, 

ad took pleasure in greeting him as a fellow- 

stateman. Mr. Lake then followed with a few 

words introducing the General Master Work- 

man to the brothers of the order, after which 
Powderly began his address. 

POWDERLY'S SPEECH. 

Powderly opened his address by a short 
resume of the history of the order, of its early 
strugales against factions and carping oppo- 
sition, and of its progress to its present state 
of thorough and harmonious organization. 
The fact that the order had striven to place 
women on a plane of industrial equal- 
ity with men was then touched 
upon, and then the charges brought against 


the management of the order were taken up. 

He first referred to the alleged forged letters 
indorsing Furlong for the position of Chief of 
the United States Secret Service. Mr. Pow- 
derly stated that be was certain that 
Furlong had not acted fairly toward the 
men engaged inithe Southwestern strike, and 
that for that reason he had opposed his can- 
didacy, and written letters to the Washing- 
ton authorities, as against his ap- 
pointment. He had protested in the first
